There wore two 
distinct shocks, continuing about five socouJs 
each. No material damage was done in tho 
city, but several chimneys were toppled ovoii 
Tlie vibration was so heavy that windows 
wore rattled and bells were rung over the 
city. 


The shock was folt also in Horrisburg, 


where the ground trembled and thu people in 
terror fled from thcr houses.

FoiHoncd by Pox'tal Notes.

The 
gentleman hns been in the habit, when in a 
thoughtful mood, of rubbing liis chin with 
his foroQngcr and thumb, ar.d latterly ho 
noticed a small, angry sore had formed there. 
Ho paid little attention to it, however, and 
continued the practice until a day or two 
ago, when bo was taken suddenly ill with tho 
most alarming symptoms. His body swelled 
to enormous proportions, and it was feared 
for days that his malady would terminate 
fatally. 
TUo physicians in attendance, after 


consultation with tbo patient decided that 
the poisoning was tho result of his handling 
the postal notes wbon his fingers were wet or 
moist, and thus rubbing off somo of tho green 
coloring on tho back A postouico ollicial 
here stated that several cases o£ the same 
nature have occurred among tho postal em- 
plopes since tho notes have been in use, nncl 
a number of complaints have also been re- 
ceived from the government regarding it. 


Withdrawn from tlio "Tripartite."
